That the Soverpign Grand Lodge changed the ritual 
f the Order mainly because of the extensive circula- 
ion of our published ritual entitled "Odd-fellowship 
UIuRtrated," is conclusively provi;d by the statements, 
both verbal and written, of many members or the 
Order, besides admissions in the public prints, which 
Announced that the Revised Ritual would be fumiahed 
to the lodges and Encampments in January, 1881. 
Before that date we had propositions to'' furnish the 
V ritual aa soon as it was issued. One of these prop- 
iBitions was accepted with an agreement that ample 
iiroof of the accuracy of the ritual should accompany 
jrfbllow the copy. 

The signs, grij>s, passwords, etc., which are known as 
;he secret or nnwjitten work of the Order, were given 
the lodges and Encampments orally, but all of the 
est of the ritual was furnished them printed In what 
re called "Charge Books." The three "Charge 
iooks" contaiuing the ritual of the lodge and En- 
mpment were furnished us, and every line of the 
ttual was carefully corrected thereby. 

The secret work had been taken down in short-hand. 
lad even the description of the signs, grips, etc, is 
I in the very words prescribed by the Soverc'cr 
hand 'Mit**- 



Aa to the faimesa and caador of the Ajialysis of the 
ritual, each reader must jadge. It seems to ns that th« 
statements made are all cooclusively proved by quota- 
tions from standard and acknowledged authorities, auj 
that the conclusions drawn are perfectly logical. Not 
the enemies, but the friends, founders and exponents of 
the Order are cited as witnesses. 

This volume is on the same plan as "Freemasonry 
Illustrated" and "Knight Templarism lilnstrated," 
which" are acknowledged to be the most comprehensive 
and valuable norks on the subject in the market. 

In the preface of "Odd-fellowship Illustrated," first 
issued in 1874, we remarked that " careful observation 
shows that very few honest men care to pay for being 
put through ridiculous boys'-play ceremonies, even with 
solemn charges sandwiched in between, especinlhj if 
they know what theij are beforehand." We are most 
thoroughly contirmeii in the opinion just quoted. The 
ofBcial Btatiatica of the Ordur quoted on pages 25 and 36 
of thia volume show that not only has the growth of 
the Order been stopped, but its membership red iced; 
and we think this is largely due to the wide circuUtion 
of our former ritual of the Order. As the present 
ritual is a great improvement on the other, in that it 
contains most valuable information in reference to the 
origin, history and character of the Order, we are en- 
couraged to hope and pray that its circulation may be 
still more potent, both in keeping men out of the lodge 
and leading others, especially Christians, to see that 
Odd'fellowahip is a false religion and therefore utterly 
at variance with the religion of the Bible.

On the preceding page (90), Grosh explicitly showB I 
these heathen worships to have been counterfeits of i 
Bible religion, thus: " What regeneration by the word 
of truth is in religion, initiation is in Odd-fellowship. 
In this, as in many other particulars, our institution 
has instinctively, as it were, copied after nearly all 
secret associations of a religious and moral character. 
In Egypt, the most ancient among the ancient king- 
doms, an institution of this kind existed from the 
earliest period." Again (page 92): "'From the earliest 
agea to the present day, there have been similar associ- 
ataona, founded upon the same general principles, with 
Eimilar rites and ceremonies/" Again, same page: 
" These rites and ceremonies were oriijinally of a religtoits 
character, copied * • feom a divine inbtit0tion."(!) 

Tf the object of this fundamental authority in Odd- 
fellowship (Groa!])k had been to declare the secret wor- 
ships to be counterfeits of the religion of the Bible he 
could not have spoken more clearly.

Thus says Odd-fellow Grosh: " All the ancient rites 
began in sorrow umi gloom, but euded in light and 
joy." This is the deyil'M caricature of salviition by 
Christ through repentance and faith: leading through 
sorrow for sin to "joif in the Holy GhoM." Indeed, thi; 
is that " Divine institution " which Grosh says Odil- 
fellowship was "copied from" (page 92). And in \U 
nature and effects it resembles salvation as whoredoni>J 
resembles marriage — one leading to hell, the othei 
heaven. Hence idolatry is branded as sonl-adalteryl 
ttroughout the Bible. Christ is the bridegroom in the 
Scriptures, the 3evil in the lodge. Christiana, in wor- 
ship, are sanctified by the Holy Ghost; lodge-men are 
mesmerized by demons. 

Both systems lead through sorrow to joy — Christ's to9 
"joj/ iinspeakahU and /nil of glorij" {1 Pet. I'iS); the| 
lodge's to the joy of a frolic. The Hebrews, on the 
great day of Atonement, " afflicted their souls," while 
Christ was offered in symbol to cleanse them from their 
sins "before the Lord" (Lev. 16:29); and they were led I 
to "rejoice in the Lord" and "joy in the God of their* 
salvation " (Hab. 3: 13), while idolatrous Hebrews were ^ 
led to an Odd-fellows' dance around a golden calf. 
Christian joy is holy and therefore eternal : 
jollification and therefore empty and evanesr^ot. The 
Christian sings:

And, like Christianity, tbe lodge proceeds from par-fl 
ticuJare to generals; from false salvation of persons toil 
R false millennium for the race. Grosh, amid a multi-fl 
tude of like promiees of an Odd-fellowa' millennium'^ 
without Christ, on page 141 says, if men should becomefl 
imbiiod with the principles of the Fourth Degree, I 
"happier families and more loving nations would ban- I 
ish clashing interest';, diRcordant feelings, hoary preju- 1 
dices and wrongs from our earth, luid mahe the world 1 
a Paradise." I 

And ^hi« " Fatherhood of God and Brotherhood of I 
Man" is to bo produced by Odd-fellowship, — a society I 
whose name is a burlesque; whose origin a dramshop; I 
its ritual devil worship, aud its membership open only j 
to " free white males of 21 years," excluding, by book, J 
" Cliineae, Polynesians, Indians, half-breeds and mixed I 
bloodfl" (Donaldson, page 321), and shutting out alii 
women iutn a contemptible Rebekah's Degree 1 Auni-4 
vHrsal brotherhood and millennium excluding at least 1 
nine teen-twentieths of mankind! \ 

But as the thousands of Od'^. fellows are our neigh- 
bors and enlightened Americans, how can it be, one ' 
asks, that they practice that "fellowship with devils," 
which Paul denounces (1 Cor. 10: 20), and which baa 
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ODiTersally cursed and degradej mankind':' The a 
s-weris: Satan, tlie giid of this world charms them, 
other serpents charm their victims. But if these secret^ 
orders are Gentile worships paid to demons, why have' 
nnt good men found it out long since and warned their; 
fellow-men of the horrible fact? 

The answer is: the Bible is replete with warnings, 
also the writings of eminent Christian scholars, down,, 
to the present Sjidducean age of materialistic unbelief. 

Take the following extended extracts from Cudworth's 
" True Intellectual System of the Universe," published 
first in London, 1678, and again issued at Andoyer, Mas- 
sachusetts, in 1837, with repeated intervening editions, 
thus endorsed by the piety and learning of Europe and 
America for more than a century and a half. This' 
great and learned writer says: 

" There is a perpetual warfare betwixt two polities or 
kingdoms in the world; the one of light, the other of 
darkness: and our Savior, Christ, is appointed head or 
Chieftain of the heavenly militia, or the forces of the 
kingdom of light. There will be, at length, a palpable 
and signal overthrow of the Satanical power and the 
whole kingdom of darkness."^ TrKe Intellectual Si/s- 
tem of the Universe, Vol. 1, p. 263. 

This leatlership of Christ against Satan runs through. 
the whole Bible. Thus, in the Garden, he appears as the 
" serpen t-bruiaer to come;" in Moses, as the Paschal 
Lamb, whose blood shelters and saves; in Joshua, aS' 
"Cftptain of the Lord's host;" in the prophets, aa the 
suffering Conqueror; in the Gospels, as " the Son of 
Sod;" in the Acts and Epistles, as the one Mediator 
and only " way" to God; and in the Apocalypse he ap-^ 
peaxB " the Lamb in the midst of ttit tlnQiift" " sNaaa 
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from the foundation of the world;" and the Drama oi 
Time closes with " the battle of God Almighty," t 
tween the hosts of Satan and of Christ. 

Such was the iiniveraal belief of Christiana befo 
Satan ha^ chloroformed the churches by false worshipu. 1 
It is still the belief of honest receivers of the Bible. 

In the fourth chapter of his wonderful book, Cnd- 1 
worth teaches — 

"That the pagans were devil worshipers, not ) 
though they intended all their worship to evil demons 
'Or devils as such, but because their polytheism i 
idolatry, unacceptable to God and good spirits, ^ 
promoted by evil spirits; that others hesid 
worshiped devils, as proved by their bloody and obscene<l 
rites and mysteries, especially man-sacrifices, which the J 
God of Israel neither required nor accepted; and that 1 
their religion, unsound in its foundation, was i 
corrupted and depraved by four things, viz.: The igno- j 
ranee and superstition of the vulgar; licentious figments. 1 
of poets and fable-mongers; the craft of priests aad'J 
politicians, and lastly the impostare of demons otj 
devils." 

Kow pages might be filled with quotations from M»-fl 
sonic and Odd-fellowship authorities declaring \ 
identity of their orders with those ancient mysteriej 
condemned by Pali as too vile for description. Thel 
identity coQsists in their human origin, their decept'onja 
their lying legends and high-sounding professioi 

They infest Christian lands to find members whtffl 
" have visible means of support," and so can pay "dues,"j 
yet boast universal fellowship with heathen tribes wli( 
have no " visible means of support;" and the legion ( 
temperance and other inferior orders needs no proof a 
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its itieiititj- viith M;i^oiiry and Oddfellowship but the 
closeiiesR o£- their imitation, and their swindling and 
imposing on mankind in the name of one popular vir- 
tue and another. 

And they light on the Christian Scriptures as night- 
bngs on green trees, devouring their leaves and robbing 
them of their glory. They appropriate everything in 
the Bible but Christ, who is the substance of the Book. 
They seize on the Scripture narratives, symbols ami 
morals (cutting out the name of Christ where it occurs), 
to give dignity to their frivolity and vulgarity and cover 
their robbery of the money and religion of the people, 
as pirates run up the flags of the vessels which they 
board, rob and scuttle. These accursed pests hare 
eeuttled nations, from Egypt down. 

Turn over their Manuals and look at their pictures. 
The Holy (metallic) Bible; the mimic Ark of the Cove- 
nant; the Brazen Serpent, representing Christ's sin- 
ofiering, whom they cast from their prayers; the Stone 
Tables of the Law; the Dove of the retiring deluge, 
and the rainbow-pledge that it is not to return. What 
are these but emblems filched from the Bible to give 
seeming sanctity to an opposition religion, and cover 
the corruption of a mutual aid society which takes three 
dollars in dues and pays back one in benefitsl (See 
Sovereign Grand Lodge Rep., 1980.) 

This might be borne, or charged to the account cur- 
rent of human folly, but that Odd-fellowship, as the 
following pages will show, is part of a conspiracy to 
subvert the true religion and destroy our race, promis- 
h)g men " rest to their souls" by the Royal Purple De- 
gree, and all the benefits of Chnat'» ^ftaRRWv twv"©i.i 
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while rejecting Christ himself." (See Grosh, page 285 
and pages U5, 292-3), 

This book is intended as a complete remedy for Odd- 
fellowship, as " Freemasonry Illustrated " is for that 
order. Its ritual is given with the latest changes made 
by the Sovereign Grand Lodge in 1880 to defeat former 
exposures of its secrets, confirmed by its own authority 
in the notes, and its nature dissected by a thorough 
analysis.

1819. 

" Thos. Wildey and four others organized Washing- 
ton Lodge No. 1, in Baltimore, Maryland, April 26, 
1819, to work according to the usages of the London 
Union order, A lodge was organized in Boston March 
96, 1820, and one iu Philadelphia December 26. 1821, 
both of which received grand charters from Baltimore 
in June, 1&23. At the same time a grand charter wasj 
granted to the Past Grands iu New York," — American: 
Encyclopedia, Art. Odd-fellowship. 

Some writers have claimed great antiquity for Odd' 
feUovrship. Of this claim Rev. A, B, Grosh, a P; 
Grand and Past Chief Patriarch, states that well-mean-

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the Great Author of his beiug ! Brother Wildej 1 
planted the seed and cultivated the tree. It bore fruit 
richer and better than he had imticipiLted. ' He builded 
better tlian lie knew.' But as Founder and Architect 
ha dwelt in the temple which he had reared for more J 
limited obiecta.

On J 
page 8,228, the report from Iowa gives 10 nevr lodges, '■ 
two "reclaimed" and one "surrendered," with a netj 
loss in membership of 133. On same page Kentucliy I 
reports two new lodges and six surrendered, vrith a loss 'i 
of 250 in meml>ership during the year. On page 8,883, ■ 
Ohio reports a loss of 1,030 lodge members and 240 , 
encanijimenl meml)ers, and Ontario of 163 lodge mem- 
bcre. On page 8,234, Pennsylvania reports a loss of ' 
3,749 lodge members and 1,434 encampment members. 
On the same page Rhode Island reports a loss of 318 
lodge members. None of the States show large gains, ' 
and on jiage 8.S36 L. B. Hills, Grand Secretary and 
Grand Scribe of Wisconsin, says: " I regret to say that ■ 
'""'*'*^mpments are in a chronic decline." 



During the Anti-masoQlc excitement whieh followed 
the abduction and murder of Captain William Morgan, , 
Odd-fellowship properly suffered with FreemasonryJ 
" In Massachusetts the order died away. In Rhodffl 
Island • * * it took no root. In New York alB 
growth was stopped. Almost eyerywhere the exciteJ 
ment lessened the immbers or prevented increase." — I 
Grosh's Manual, pp 36', 37. 1 

In 1868 the National Christian Association, opposed! 
to ail orgiinized secret societies, was formed in Pitts- ' 
burgh, Pennsylvania, and in the name and strength of '. 
the triune God lifted up the standard of supreme love] 
to God and equal love to man, in opposition to tbeaei 
secret, counterfeit brotherhoods. Soon afterwai-d thiaa 
Association began the publication of a semi-munthlyl 
paper, the Christian Cynosure, which later became^ 
weekly. Additions now began to be frequently made ' 
to the scanty library of anti-secret literature. In 1874 
& correct exposition of the ritual of Odd-fellowship was 
published. There waB a good demand for the book and 
overwhelming proof as to its authenticity was from 
time to time received from members of the order. In 
18S0 this work had reached its tenth edition of 3,000 
volumes each. Some colored men, among others, ob- 
tained the book, organized lodges, and took out a char- 
ter for a Grand Lodge of I. 0. 0. F. A. D. (The Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd-fellows of African Descent). 

The Grand Secretary of this brotherhuod wrote to 
Ezra A. Cook, under date of January 31, 1881 , as fol- 
lows: 

" Dear S'/r— Having obtained a few copies of your 
Odd-fellowship Illustrated, Exposition of all the Degrees 
of the Lodjre and Encampment, and the Rebekah or 
ladies' Dtrgrtie, eiyhlh edUion^ revised, about two yeavs 
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Ago. SHetn at DA, who at tha,t time bad JTiat witbdiswn 
ftota IhB Manchester Unity, on receiTing ytrar booksai . 

— , *>pen«d a lodge in , and trailed it ' Key of the i 

Wesrt,' • • • Wp tried the wort and foand that | 
(jnile A oQOiber of Odd-fellows recognized the work aa • 
b^niK genome. • • • We then aought adjncssion 
inU> a iKgaily (>r{;8ni»-d I'idge, bat we being men of 
AfnCNii diswont (ofgnjcs) conld not be admitted.

One may reiulily we many reasons why any prosper- 
f>M« institution would dislike l.o make frequent i;hange8. 
Thi! iinaTiimriuH vote of the Grand Lodge in 1867 
ngainftt nlterationH in the ritual, aa well as the followin^r 
from their lawn, «hows Odd-fellowship to be no excep- 
tion to thi* general rnle. 

Section 36 of the laws of Odd-fellowship is as fol- 
lows: 

"The unwritten work of the order shall in nowise 
bo altered or amended, except by a unanimous vote of 
thin Grand Lodffe; nor shull the written work of the ' 
order lie in anywise altered or amended, except with the 
cionciirreuce of four-fifths of the members of this Grand i 
Lodge."— ir/(*7^'« Digest Lnws, elc, R. W. G. L. U. S. 

In yeptember, 1880. the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the 
world met in Toronto, Canada, and altered its secret 
riliial and written work, lUid adopted tlie following res- 
olutions: 

" Hemlvfcl, That the revised Initiatory, Degree and 
Uncum|)ment work, iw iidoptud at this session, shall go 
into operation on the first day of January. 1881, and 
ft^m the tiini' it takes effect be the only lawful work, 
and any other or different work, declared illegal and 
Toid. 
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* Resolved, That Grand Secretaries and Grand Scribes 
in tlie distribution of tne revised work be charged 
with the collection of the Charge-books containing the 
old work, and that said ofGcers be anthorized and direct- 
ed to bum or destroy the same and make report of the 
result to the Sovereign Grand Lodge." 

From the foregoing sketch of Odd-fellowship, the 
facta of which have been taken from writers approved 
by the highest authority of the order, we learn that the 
order is of English origin. That it was formed by 
humble, improvident laborers for the relief of those 
whom their own prodigality combined with the 
crushing burdens imposed on laborers by the aris- 
tocracy of a dissipated, semi -despotic government, 
left in a destitute condition. That after being 
imported to America it gradually assumed as its 
chief work the divine task of leading mao " to a true 
appreciation of his whole duty, whether to God, him- 
self, or to bis brother man." {Grosh's Manual, p. 35). 
That the order puts beyond the reach of its cliaritiea, 
remarkable instructions and other privileges, all who 
are in apparent danger of needing charitable assistance. 
That although only about sixty-two years old it has 
several times altered its so-called secret ritual, and uaes 
great care to prevent those which it excludes from its 
temporal and financial benefita from enjoying its moral 
and spiritual admonitions, lectures and advantages also. 
Odd-fellowship duringthe last fifty years has become 
strong numerically and financially, but if it is founded 
upon the saitd, " great vrill be the fall of it." 
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CHAPTER II. 

CHARACTER OF OIID-FELLOWSHIP. 

The nmiii object of English Odd-feilowsbip seems 
from its own history to have been conviviality and 
fienaiml gratification. 

IIh rounder in America seems to have had a little 
htgla-r aim, and these convivial proclivities being ex- 
tliided, his professed object was to develop the humane 
traits of caring for the sick, the widow and the orphan. 
While intoxicating beverages are forbidden in the 
ludge-room, much to the credit of the order, Od-i-fel- 
lownhip is far from being a temperance organizatiDn, or 
even an aid to the temperance cause. Though wine, 
beer and whiskey may uot be sen'ed in the lodge 
(though a fln-nk of liquor from some intemperate mem- 
ber's pocket is occasioually pu^ed round in committee- 
room), at the close of each meeting it is a general cus- 
tom (or members to adjourn to saloons; and Grosh's 
dencritilion of an earl,v meeting of the order gives us a 
fair picture of such n saloon gathering of the Odd-fel- 
lows of lo-dny. He sa>'s: 

"Tbo bwnnug, tbo pipe and the toast circulated 
(rwly, M the song and jest excited their mirth and 
Itil»rit,v, until by frequent r«|»ti(ion.calling for increased 
indntgence, it is no wondt-r that the noble objects of '< 
their meetiu KB were too frequently made liecondary to 
mere nen.'^ual gratifications." — Gi^xk's Manual, p. 23. . 

A ChristiAn g^ntlemitn of tfaia city tells as tlwfc be- i 
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fore his converaioQ he attended the meetings of the 
order; and his lodge, which was and is one of the aristo- 
cratic lodges of Chicago, after adjournment used to go 
to a saloon and there indulge in smoking, drinking, 
card-playing, jesting and filthy eonversntion, the mem- 
bers often entertaining each other hy rehearsing the 
false stories about important lodgf work, etc., which 
they were accustomed to tell their wives in order to ac- 
count for not returning home until one or two o'clock 
in the morning following lodge night. 

The ninth section of the United States Constitution 
contains the following clause: " No title of nobility 
shall be granted by the United States." This clause 
was not inserted without good reason, and Odd-fellow- 
ship by educating half a million American voters to 
use and love such titles shows itself an enemy of Amer- 
ican civilization. It calls its collective bodies Cfrand 
Lodge, Supreme Grand Lodge, Grand Encampment, etc., 
and the officers, even of the subordinate lodge, assume 
the titles of Noble Grand, Past Grand and Vice Grand, 
and in the Encampment we have a Chief Patriarch, 
High Priest, etc. The ordinary history in some parts 
In BO interlarded with grandiloquent titles as to nauseate 
a refined and sensitive taste. 

A comparison of some of the pompous assertions of 
this order with certain of its laws, rules, etc., shows its 
character to be hypocritical and false. 

On page 99 of Grosh's Manual it is stated that " Odd- 
fellowship is a miniature representation among a chosen 
few of that fraternity which God has instituted among 
men. Few na are those who would represent it, the 
great principle is wide enough for all. On the broad 
platform of brotherhood all nations, parties and sects

can meet and freely miugle in offices of needed kind- 
ness and mutual well-doiug. Fraternity, therefore, is 
the corner-stone on which our forefathers based ou] 
order. Eraternity in the family of mankind illui 
in our family, the lodge and the order. As all men h 
Goil for their father, all are brethren." 

With the above or similar statements which sbooi 
in Grosh's Manual, compare sections 195,1090,101 
and 1101 of White's Digest of Laws, Decisions, etc. 

These and others show that Odd-fellowship, the Q 
called illustration of the fraternity of mankind, ei 
eludes from its fellowship the defenseless, the poor, \ 
weak and afflicted: 

1st. All women. 

2d. All colored men, Polynesians, negroes, Chine^ 
Indians and half-breeds— all persons except free whj 
Caucasian males; and of these it cscludes 

3d. Ail afflicted with chronic diseases, such i 
sumption; aUo the deaf, dumb and blind. 

4th- All others who, on account of poverty, 
unable to pay their dues, or on account of i 
enemies in the lodge are unable to secure a dat 
baUot. 

While persons who have to struggle against the d 
advantages of an unpopular color, infirmity, disease or 
poverty need, if there is to be any discrimination, the 
favorable consideration of the strong, it is evident that 
Odd-feilowahip is a menace against that fundamental 
principle of our civil government that all men are 
created free and equal. 

The professed benevolence of the order is thus seen 
to be a sham and pretense. At Iiest ifc is but a mutual 
msurance society, and a fourth-class one at that, lot 
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mnah more is expended on regalia and other lodge ex- 
ipensea than ie paid out in " benefits." 

The attempted defense of eiich a waste of money is 
m a par with the moat popular line of defense of the 
liquor traffic, as the following quotation shows: 

" The cost of our decorations has been employed in 
giving needed labor (and ty that labor honorable suli- 
statence) tohundredsand thousands 4f industrious men, 
women and children. So far, then, it has not been 
expended in vain." — Grosh's Manual, p. 56. 

It is thus admitted that thousands are employed in 
fche manufacture of the emblems, jewels and regalia in 
which Odd-fellows deck themselves in the name of 
tcne vole nee. 

As to the valuable educational influence of these 
trinkets, gewgaws and " horse collars," let us hear the 
testimony of Mr. Grosh: 

" When the humble and grateful Mary {Mark 14: 
3-9, and John 12: 3-8) took a pound of spikenard, very 
costly, and anointed the head and feet of Jesus, there 
■was complaint that the expensive article had not been 
Bold for the benefit of the poor. But Jesus declared 
that the act had a utility worthy of its cost, and remind- 
ed them that the poor could be remembered at any 
other time and in some other manner. So, if our re- 
jgaliaajid emblems tend to increase our benevolence 
»nd stimulate us to greater activity in well-doing, then 
s their manufacture no idle work, their cost no useless 
Expense. The food or raiment that money would have 
jmrchased would.in afew months, have been consumed 
ir worn out." — Grosh's Manual, p. 56. 

To compare the waste of money for lodge regalia and 
ihB&p jewelry with the loving tribute of a i(«^i<iB 



ania«r for iier Divioe Sarior is HCEle shot of h 

miKH, and tiie actempt to pn>*e that thu e 

a ii>T« for gaaij de^tlq tenib to iuenawA h 

u ill certainly amvac it tt does noi &gwt fiTa;^ a 

licraon.

On pagp, 97 of Grosh's Manual, we i 
" The world may move in a vain show, each mna s 
in^ to disguise himself from others, often even f 
hiiiiHolf, but in our lodge-room we expect brethren | 
lity lutiAo tim doceitfiil mask, and look each ottaf 
loviii«ly in the eyes, knowing and known of each o 
B» thpy iiri'." 

A ilnvilV brotlierhood indeed! Such a morality worn 
IwRt a KiLiiR of thieves.

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prayer, and on the previous page the following explan- 
atory note, which we copy in full, italicizing the same 
words that are italicized in the Manual, and which show 
the evident intention to exclude Christ. 

The note is as follows: 

" Adopted by the Grand Lodge of the United States, 
to exclude prayers offensive to members of the order in 
many of our lodges. It also ordered that on alt 
occasions of the order, 'the same spirit as observed in 
the foregoing, shall be strictly followed by the officiat- 
ing clergyman or chaplain.' 

" It IS desirable and eminently proper that all lodges 
should open and close with prayer. Each subordinate 
may determine for itself upon opening and closing its 
session with prayer, and may determine upon the form 
to be \i%eA."— Digest G. i. tl. S., p. 123. 

On this point we have the moat unequiyocal declara- 
tions. On page 90 of Grosh's Manvnt, we read: " What 
regeneration by the word of truth is in religion, initia- 
tion ia in Odd-fellowship." On page 98, same book, we 
read: " May your initiation and consequent practice aid 
in releasing you from all blindness of moral vision, set 
you free from the fetters of ignorance and error, and 
bring you from a death in selfishness into a life of active 
T>enevolence and virtue." 

It ia doubtless true that very few Odd-fellows realize 
fufly this Christless yet professedly aoul-aaving charac- 
ter of the order, for it does not carry on an open war 
against Christianity. On this point we quote from 
page 174 of a valuable work by itev. J. H. Brockman, 
entitled, Odd-fellowahip Judged by its Own Utterances: 

" The lodge also suffers no new-comers to look into 
hs secret designs and plans, but uses them, unconscious 
to themselves, as tools, and only by degrees instils its 



fnlse doctriuca into them. Their eyea «re Aaikt 
they aru gradually, without observiuo it, turned 1 
from the word of God and the churcli, income e_ 
indifferent to the preaching and the saoraments; _ 
panegyrics and boasting or the many good works a. 
sweet music tu the natural heart, and the doctrine « 
being made good by our own virtues pleases more thi 
repentance and faith, and so they are gradually, witiioi 
knowing it, converted to the doctrine of the order. Tl, 
forbidden communion with unbelievers exercises .'^ 
fearful influence, and that is the reason why so fewn 
have joined with the intention of investigating ( 
subject, come to a perception of the false doctrines a 
witnd raw, from the lodge." 

Though the entire ritual, signs, grips, passwords a 
other secrets of the order are published to the world,. 

ODD-FELLOWSHIP 18 A SECRET OHDER. 

The work of the order is done in a guarded lodgilh 
room, and no " book Odd-fellow," if an honorable m^ 
will enter an Odd-fellows' lodge pretending that he k 
paid his fees and is a loyjd member of the order. 

It is also true that no real Christian, having seen ii 
true character of the order, can innocently remuail 
member; nor, having seen its anti-Christian chara 
can he innocently refuse to lift a warning voice agal 
the institution, notwithstanding the fact that formal 
lodge brethren will denounce him and endeavor to^i 
jure his character for so doing. While good men diffi 
as to the duty of disclosing the so-called secret i 
or ritual of the order, the Word of God seems plw 
It is doubtless safe to assume that no Christian knoi 
the obligations and teachings of the order would en 
join, and therefore such ignomnthj fall into sin. Inde« 
it iB clear from Leviticus 5: i, 5, that even if the loo 
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otiligation proved to be only a promise to do good, guilt 

would be iiicurrediindfOH/Vss/o/i must follow. 

He must help fulfill the declaration of Christ, "Tb«re 
13 nothing hidden that shall not be revealed." He 
must show others the character of the order, and he can 
not do this fully without forever renouncing hia lodge 
allegiance and revealing the secrets of the institution. 

A clear-minded, wise student of the history and 
character of Odd-fellowship will see that the only hope 
for the real and permanent change of the order from 
Deism to Christianity is, first, to receive Christ as the 
only Redeemer from siu of every kind and the source of 
all real friendship, love anA truth. By thus letting in 
the "light of the world" all its organized secret ways 
will be aboliahed. Its clannishness, putting men into 
layers, each upper one pledged to concealment from all 
'below, will be changed. Its grand titles will vanish. 
■Its exclusion of all except "free white males" will 
ceoNe. Supreme love to God and equal love to man will 
change the name and nature of this foe of the home, of 
our simple and sublime American principles, and the 
pure Christian church, into a Sab bath -keeping, Bible- 
jObeying Christianity,

Walking, as a risitor, through the Gray Nunnery at 
Montreal, and a convent at Quebec, I saw beautiful 
jroung females busy at their devotions in inaccessible 
galleries in sight from the chapel floor. In a long hall 

r corridor I saw pale, wan women in a row oa one side^ 
working with their needles under the eye of a lady 
superior, like convicts under keepers; and, on the other 
ride of the apartment, a row of ninety cots, beside each 
' which. Bitting or kneeling, were extremely aged 
|>eople whose lips moved in silence as they counted 
their beads. The Papacy keeps its votaries submissive 
[ Imstf. Odd-fellowship, like every false system of 
religion, mast do the same; and these "opening ceremo- 
" which cover six or seven pagesin describing them, 
—though a single paragraph might answer the ends of 
opening the lodge — are an initiatory drill of subjection, 
copied, in some parts, nearly verbatim from the opening 
of a Masonic lodge. Every such initiation is a mental 
debauch, operating on mind like tricks, sorcery and 
Ebrtuue telling.

When Bubordinate lodges open in the degrees for the 
purpose of balloting for or conferring the degrees, the 
titles of the officers shall be the same as in the laitiatoiy 
Degree; and the of&cers shall, respectively, occupy the 
Bame chairs aa in the Initiatory Degree. 

No officer or member can enter a lodge open and 
working in the degrees, without addressing the presid- 
ing officer, except the Conductor when he enters or re- 
tires with a candidate; nor can any officer or member 
retire without addressing the presiding officer with the 
proper aign. All voting is by the voting sign, unless 
otherwise provided. 

Working Lodges must close in the Initiatory Degree 
before opening in the higher degrees. 

In voting to advance brethren to the degrees, when 
the balloting takes place, the lodge must be opened in 
the particular degree applied for, and when balloting, 
the ballot-box shall be placed on a pedestal near the 
center of the room, and the Noble Grand shall supervise 
the balloting. 
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The right of a lodge to grant two or more degrees to 
^ brother at the same time is left for local legialation, 

A lodge can confer the degrees upon a member of 
another lodge, provided he presents a certihcate of his 
lodge that they have been voted him and paid for, with 
a request that they be conferred. 

In all the degrees three rups call up Ihe lodge and 
one rap seats the lodge. 

The dramatic parts of the degrees should be acted 
quite alowly. Proper pauses should occur between eacli 
event in the drama, so that the candidate may be duly 
impressed with each incident. 

The work in the degrees must be done in regular 
numerical sequence, closing in one degree and opening 
in another, according to the number of the degrees. 

Any number of candidates may receive the First 
Degree at the same time, and in the Second Part, when 
David and Jonathan kneel, members should be assigned, 
one to each of the other candidates, who shall kneel 
with him and claisp bauds in proper form and unite in 
the covenant. Such members may be styled Assistant 
Outside Conductors. 

Upon closing a Subordinate Lodge in the Initiatorj' 
Degree, the lodge must open in the Third Degree, and 
in that degree the minutes must be read and acted upon; 
then, after balloting in or conferring the First or Sec- 
ond degrees, the lodge must re-open in and close from 
the Third Degree.

This story of David and Jonathan, beautiful as a 
sacred historic fact, acted over in a lodge, at night, by 
a promiscuons body of men selected for their "sound 
health " and capacity to pay dues, is literally " stolen " 
for selfish ends, and becomes an affront and a sacrilege. 
Its use in Odd-fellowship, like thatof all the "degrees," 
is that of splints to a weak back. Thousands of initi- 
ates, when put through the initiation, feel as did Hon. 
Samuel D. Greene, after being made an Entered Ap- 
prentice, and sitting down beside the Senior Deacon, who 
was also deacon in Greene's church. He turned and 
pleadingly asked his Christian brother in a whisper: 
" Deacon, won't you tell me if this is real Masonry, or 
have they been fooling me?" 

The cure for this rational, natural disgust at being 
hoodwinked, handled and profaned, ia repetition. Now, 
t'lfl initiate knows the fool's play as he did not at first. 
Lni the first time a man imposes on me, the fault is 
his; the second time, the fault is my own. The three 
knocks of the entersign, the hollow rattle of the gayel 
strokes, the mock-solemn wording and mouthing of the 
lecture and the charge, all leading to the practical real- 
ities, degree fees and obligations of concealment, en- 
larged and deepened by repetition, and all canonized by 
prayer and song; when all this is gone over with the 
second time iu this " friendship degree," the dupe be- 
comes a voluntary devil-worshiper. The sacredness of 
his body gone by handling, his will habituated to yield- 
ing without a reason, and he practicing religious wor- 
^p in what he now knows to be a farce— a change

goes forward uoder an impulse like that nbicb lakes 
the charmed bird of frog into the snake's month! His 
virgin disgust is now gone, and he delights in the lodge 
a» |>ra!ititutea delight in a brothel; and when onceSatan 
lias Ihui! infected hi£ moral nature with his sorcery, 
nothing bat the blood of Chribt can ever take it out of 
him. 

The t^ndless diversity in the forms of false worships 
conceals from the worshiper the fact that a saper- . 
natural power is evermore present in tbem. And the 
rank and file of Masonry and Odd-fellowship are filled 
op by yoang men artizaas, .-jludents and shopmen, 
whoseoccupationorfrolie. orboth, prevents comparison. . 
and generalization ; and hence the dupe of one lodge j 
imagines that his is the only thing of its kind, little 1 
dreaming that, as Grosh says, "one lodge is a moral copy . 
of another." from the Pyramids and the " rite of Miz- 
raim" down, to ajnggling spirit-circle or a village lodge. 
So that whik- the poor deluded bouI supposes he is 
favored ahove and beyond the rest of mankind he ia 
only being put through bodily and mental processes 
identical with the experience of the myriads of false 
worshipers over tlie whole earth. , 

Thf heathen god Pruteus was said to escape detection 
by changing his uhapes — now a tiger, a lion, a flame of 
fire, 11 whirlwind or a rushing stream. So Satan shifts 1 
tliL> furniB of his worships to hide his hateful presence, j 
I he meanness of their moral nature and tlieir disastrous I 
effects. It was " H shame even to speak " of the filthy 1 
abominations covered by these pretentious and lofty 1 
" mysteries " in the days of the Apostle Paul. They ■] 
trere suppressed at Rome.

They swindled, strutted, strumpeted, prayed and grew I 
rich,till the maddened multitude whom they had imposed 
upon and whose money they had absorbed suppressed 
their lodges and executed them by hundreds in a day. 
{See any authentic history of medieval Europe.) 

The explanation of this rapid and fearful degenerat- I 
ing process iu all false worships is that Satan is their 1 
god — the deity of all the worships on earth which leave ' 
out Christ.

Noble Grand — My brother, in the Degree of Friend- 
ship you assumed an obUgation ivliich changed your 
rfialions tr» a vast number of persons. You can never 
furjtp t the hour when you were the object of envy and 



hatred, and were cheered by a spectacle of confidence 
and devotion. It was a moment of heart-felt enjoyment 
when your hand was grasped in frieudahip, and a Totce 
full of sympathy gave you encouri^ement. It was then 
that two hearts melted into one in a solemn league and 
fraternal covenant." By that engagement you were 
bound to perform the offices of Brotherly Love. Heaven 
has witnessed your vow, and the Common Father has 
smiled on that compact. All Odd-fellows are now yonr 
comrades, your advisers and yoiu" friends. A solemn 
dnty has been devolved upon you, and you have been 
taught how itought to be performed. The central link 
in the chain of Odd-fellowship is " mutual assistance." 
Fraternity, unless embodied iji acts of humanity, is but 
an empty name. If a brother be naked and destitute 
of daily food, and one of you say unto him, "Depart 
la peace, be ye warmed and filled!" notwithstanding 
ye give him not those things which are needful for the 
body, what doth it profit? The answer is obvious: he 
who witnesses suffering and does not hasten to relieve 
it, is ignorant of the lesson that it is more blessed to 
give than to receive. He is an enemy of hia race who 
does not eare for its welfere, and is wedded to selfishness 
and greed. Friendship leads to Brotherly Love, which 
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OMkn tlu* Dtrong tu $npport the wt-ak, the yoang to 
retematx lUe M, the rich to help the poor, the educated 
to instnict the ignonnt, the well to Dime tbe 2iek.uid 
inak«i aJl giiod tarn aeek to ioiitatf the goodness of th* 
Father of all men. 

My brother, in the Degree of Brotherly Lore yon 
hate actM a part in a famoas drama, which has rweiTed 
the plaiidit« of the world for many generatioits. Too 
were assaulted and robbed, wounded, and left upon th€ 
highway to pertuh." A priest of the Temple jonmeTed 
that way and saw your condition; hb office required 
that he eboald have pity, but be passed on and left yon 
to die by the wayside. A Levite, whoswnng the golden 
censers in the holy place and served at the consecrated 
altar, also saw yon, and approached and looked upon 
yo'i; but he. like the robbers and the priest, abandoned 
yon to your fate. But wonderful to relate, an enemy 
on his journey came that way and found yoa bleeding 
and suffering. Althongh he knew that you were not of 
his religion, nor of bis people, and that yon were not 
his Friend; though he had no fortune and no tithes with 
which to pay for your nursing and support, yet his 
bowels of compassion were moved; he stopped — he ran 
to your relief." How tenderly he raised yoar stricken 
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iKxly and poured balm into your wounds, and how 
gently be brought you to life by words of pity and 
encouragement! You can never forget that be exposed 
himself to the keen mountitiu winda when he took off 
his cloak and wrapped it around you. How carefully 
lie led you to the inn. and with what liberality he gave 
the money that assured you of elielter and safety. 
Such is the story of the good Samaritan. All Odd-fel- 
lows, so far aa they have the ability, seek to imitate 
this memorable example. Learn from this history that 
he only is an Odd-fellow who has pity and mercy, and 
who hastens to the relief" of a brother in distress. 
Membership in a lodge is nothing, the obligation of 
friendship is nothing, the assertion of our principles less 
than nothing" unless we have Brotherly Love," which 
is the bond of unity. Of all historical men, Moaes ex- 
hibited the most self-denial and fraternal affection. He 
represents an ideal of uuselBshness without a parallel. 
A man of rare learning, he cast his lot among a multi- 
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tade of nncQUured slaves; the adopted son of ngralty, 
he laid down bis rank and riches, and became an ont- 
cast for defending one of his lowly people, [t was 

enough for him that they were poor and afflicted. For 
them he left a royal court and became an exile in the 
wilderness; and, having led them to national greatness. 
he meekly died in sight of that inheritance which> 
denied to him, became the pori;ion of his ungrateful*' 
brethren. Such are the examples which compose the 
instraction in this degree, whose emblematic color is 
blue. And now, by authority of the Independent Order j 
of Odd-fellows, I .declare you a brother of the Royi'

Why do Masonry and Odd-fellowship take their sa- 
cred lessonsfrom the Christian Bible? Why not from 
the Koran or the Book of Mormon? And why are 
there no "degrees" of brotherly love taught by Odd- 
fellows in the kingdom of Dahomey or the Cannibal 
Islands? The answer is, the lodges depend on Christ 
for their ideas of virtue. Christ has come, baa "ele- 
T&ted " mankind by his teachings, sufferings, death, and 
by sending his Holy Spirit on Christians; and these 
Satanic lodges impudently put his Bible on a level with 
the false revelations, which they nuver quote. And 
when Christianity has civilized a land, these lodges 
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staud by and seize on the CbriHtiaa virtues as their d 
I* itai stock and claim the merit of originating the yiit 
r.thus stolen from Christ 1 And in this Degree of Brt 
Lerly Love they dramatize Christ's wonderful paral 
[■ while they treat its Author with silent contempt! 
I lodge is thus deism and infidelity. If it were Ij 
Ldeists and infidels would not love it as they r 
KAnd, with an amazing e&routery which sinks I 
fiehame, they claim superiority for the lodge 
rwide religion, for casting out Christ, whose Scriptui 

give them their ideas of virtue, and whose ctvilizatji 

furnishes them members, degree fees and dues! 
The idea that " Brotheriy Love" can be promoted J 
. such a concern is simply preposterous. 

A Colonel, now in our regular array, and who foQ^ 
^at the head of a regiment of volunteers in the horr 
I battles of James River, joined the Odd-fellowa in QsS^ 
tburgh, Illinois, while he was a member of my Sem 
i'Class in Knor College. He was an amiable young n 
[and made a brave and capable officer. I remonstra^ 
l^with him and he left the lodge. He afterwards told^ 

ihat, after all their " brotherly love " professions, I 
Euight on which he took, as he had a right by theiril 

a take, his withdrawal card, the tone, looks and demeB 

tor of his lodge brethren was such that he should h 
^feared to be alotie with them that nijjht in thetooodst \ 

respected pastor of the Congregational church in Sat 
I wich, Illinois, who had been both Mason and Odd-^ 

toY, said to me: " It is devil-worship, as you say." 
"Why, brother," said I, "you never belooj 
tihem, did you?" 

" Yes," he replied. " when clerk in a busi 

iu New York I joined both lodges; and as I look b 
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over the aights I spent in those lodges, and see, at thia 
distance, the facea and mien of tlie members, the whole 
thing eeems to me simply diabolical." 

There is but one person in the Universe who can 
overthrow this system of lodges. That person is the 
" Stronger than the strong man armed." 

The direst of all hatred is counterfeit love. It is the 
best thing corrupted into the worst: corruptio opti'ml, 
peasima ! It is, indeed, the kiss of Judas Iscariot. Such 
is the " Brotherly Love " of Odd-fellowship. 

True love is natural; that of the lodge, artificial. 
Bible love "worketh no ill to his neighbor:" lodge love 
worketh no good. Its very favor \s " for value received,' 
and dies a certain number of weeks after its victim 
stops paying dues. John Kaudolph said his philoso- 
pher's stone was "Pay as you go." Grosh says that 
Odd-feUowahip is " Pay iu advance " the dues of the 
lodge. — Odd-fellows^ Manual, pp. 192-3. 

And, curiously enough, a member in the Encamp- 
ment must still keep paying in the lodge below, whether 
he attends there or not. "/« fact^ good standing in the 
Subordinal<: Lodge, which signifies freedom from disabil- 
ity by non-payment of dues, is essential to good standing 
everywhere else in the Order." — GrosKs Manual, p. 255, 

To call such a thing " Friendship " is treason to hu- 
man language! Paying for and entering higher degrees 
does not exonerate from steady payment in the lower 
degrees. So that, as the Odd-fellow goes on from one 
degree to another in this temple of mock friendship, he 
increases his taxes, and so he literally " drags at each 
remove a lengthened chain." The love of husband, wife, 
parents, children, brothers, friends, wells up in the ho- 
tnau heart at Che mandate of nature. The artificial love 
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of the lodge is pledged to Etrangers, asd springs from 
grips, signs, oaths and obligations. It is not even that 
love of bomanity which led the Roman poet to exclaim : 
*" I am a man, and what concerns man concema me!'- 
For Odd-fellowship excludes humanity from its portals 
by denying its instructions to nineteen-twentieths ot 
the race; and, like all other mystic secret orders, feeds 
the religious cravings of man on the ashes and chaff of 
its ritual; excites his veneration by scenic mystery and 
show; pays back a fraction of its "dues" in benefits to 
the sick — to rich and poor alike — provided they are not 
too poor or unfortunate to be able to pay the dues, and 
calls this swindling imposture " Brotheily Love!" 

But all its manifold mischiefs center in and subserve 
this one grand purpose. It is a counterfeit or mimicry 
of the friendship of Jesua Christ. The New Testament 
teaching is that God sends " the Spirit of his Son," the 
Holy Ghost, into a soul, and he immediately calls God 
his " Father," and Christ becomes his Elder Brother and 
"Friend." — Jno. 15:15. He not only called his dis- 
ciples " friends," but they are called " hia brethren," 
— Heb. 2: 17. This stupendooa endearment, essentially 
sublime and magnificent in the very theory and thought 
of it, is met and counterfeited by Satan in the lodge, 
by putting His spirit on the members, leading them to « 
worship him and calling them "brothers," and all out- 
side of the lodges "Gentiles" and " profane!" Thus 
the infinite and infinitely glorious friendship and 
brotherhood with the eternal Qod through Jeaus Christ 
is counterfeited, caricatured and counteracted by Satan 
by means of hia degrees of " Friendship " and " Broth- 
erly Love!"

Indeed, their eeasela 
rppetitions, as dramatized and acted over and on

on quoting the Bible much farther, Odd-fellows would I 
have thought the joke carried too far, and considered it.] 
about as bad as religion. So the contrivers turned from 
Scripture narratives to the above symbols and others, tu 
the serpent on a pole, which the Lecture explains, with 
the pagans, to mean "wisdom," while the notes say J 
(note 80), " It represents the brazen serpent raised by 1 
Moses," to show Christ as made sin for the people, tha 1 
sight of which healed them. But still, these wicked I 
inventors cannot get on without Christ's Scriptures, \ 
but put into this hodge-podge degree, in addition to the I 
above, a little metallic Bible, an Ark of the Covenant^ ] 
and a Globe in Light, as " the field of our [their] la- 
bors," to copy Christ's saying: " The field is the world," 
to sanctity the absurd mass; and a pictured co££n isfl 
thrown in at the end to solemnize the play.

" a happy reaurrection to a glorious immortality." (See 
the Grand Sirens Address Consecrating the Odd-fellows' 
Burying Ground, Chicago.) 

But are not Schuyler Colfax, R. B. Hayes, and a host 
of such men, Americans and patriots? If this analysis 
be true, why are such men in Odd-fellowship? 

The answer is: The same cause that took "Aaron the 
Saint of the Lord," into that calf-worship and joUificO" 
tion at Sinai. The explanation which hegave to 
was popular: "Thou knowest the people that they ar*.*- 
set on mischief." The motive in both cases ia popular.' 
favor: "For theij loved the praise of men more than tiia^ 
praise of God." — Jokn 12:43,

And we read iu the Ritual (p. 136), " The emblematic 
color of this degree is scablet;" a color prominent i 
Odd-fellowship regalia, as iu the Apocalypse. 

"And there came one of the seven angels, which h;i(i 
the seven vials, and talked with me, saying unto me: 
Come hither, and I will shew thee the judgment of the 
great whore that sitteth ou many waters; 

" With whom the kings of the earth have committed 
fornication, and the inhabitants of the earth have 
been made druuk with the wine of her fornication. 

" So he carried me away in the Spirit into the wilder- 
ness ('o/' America ?^ and I saw the woman sit upon a 
scarlet-colored beast, full of names of blasphemy, 
having seven heads and ten hums. 

"And the woman was arrayed in purple and scarlet 
color, and decked with gold and precious stones and 
pearls, having a golden cup in her hand full of abom- 
inations and filthiness of her fornication." 

" These shall make war with the Lamb, and the 
Lamb shall overcome them; for he is Lord of lords, and 
King of kings: and they that are with him are called, 
and chosen, and faithful." 

"And he saith unto me, The waters which thou saw- 
est, where the whore sitteth. are peoples, and multi- 
tudes, and nations, and tongues."

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No Scripture, least of all Scripture prophecy, is of 
any local or particular interpretation. Rove is not 
alone on the Tiber. She ia everywhere where her rites 
are. For in them is " the hiding of her power." And 
" the great whore, sitting on many waters," which are 
the tongues, peoples and nations who have been made 
drunk with her filthiness and false worships, is the 
spiritual photograph of false worships to-day, as it was 
when John was " in Patmos for the word of God and 
the testimony of Jesus Christ." 

These now, as then, "make war with the Lamb."* 
Certain " United Brethren," falsely ao-ealled, denounce 
their brethren who resist the moral filthiness of the 
false worships, because they make their church unpop- 
ular, especially in the cities, which are almost " wholly 
given to idolatry," as in the days of Paul. 

But if the world hateth them, we know that it hated 
Christ before it hated them, "If," says Christ, "ye 
were of the world, the world would love his own; but 
because ye are not of the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the world hateth you." — 
John 15: 18, 19. 

The world does not hate Bishops Gloshrenner and 
Weaver, and Agent Shuey, and their helpers in the 
church of the United Brethren in Christ. But it hates 
all those who, by prayer and testimony, are seeking the 
overthrow of the lodge. Though if Otterhein, and

Boehm, and Newcomer, Guething and the sainted dead 
who founded that church were now here, CTery well- 
informed member of it knows they woald be among the 
sternest abhorrers of the lodge. And, till lately, those 
who would have stood by those founders, in the wholftB 
membership of one hundred and fifty-nine thousaoc 
would have been more than one hundred to one. 

The coincidence in hue between the scarlet w 
and her scarlets-colored beast filled with the nan 
blasphemy, and the scarlet caps, robes and degree o 
Odd-fellowship, and the same color also prominent i 
the regalia of Rome, may be thought incidental. BaH 
there is no mistaking the identity of their nature. Th( 
filthiness of false worship ia the same in all three, 
their moral effect is the same. The people are drs 
with it. 

There are now about one hundred secret order 
working nightly, outside and inside of our courta, leg! 
latures, schools, colleges and churches; and every such ■' 
order, little or large, is an apocalyptic Beast or image 
of a Beast; each one is a living embodiment of an 
anti-Christian force, and each lifts the same serpent 
head which appeared in Eden to estrange man from his 
Maker; each swears or pledges its votaries to conceal 
they know not what, and each subjugates them for life 
to unseen and unknown superiors. Nor is their poison 
restricted to their own membership. The outside world 
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•* wonder after the Beast, saying: Who is able to make 
war with him?"— fiet?. 13:3, 4. 

These all make war upon the Lamb; but, blessed be 
God, '^ the Lamb shall overcome them."

[He brings bread, salt 
imd water, placing them on a small table in or before 
the tent.] 

Chief Patriarch (seated) — Strangers, partake with me 
of some bread and salt, and drink of this pure water. 
I have but little, but that little I clieerfuily share with 
you. Hospitality to the stranger is a solemn duty, 
acknowledged and practiced among the Patriarchs. 
The God whom we worship is the Father of all men; he 
sends his rain and his sunshine alike upon the evil and 
the good. The ties of a common humanity unite us 
with every creature, and stamp the character of broth- 
ers upon, the whole intelligent creation. But while 
this is our duty and should ever be our practice, it is 
equally imperative upon us to admit no traitor or spy 
into our camp to mar our happiness or disturb our 
peace. It is necessary, therefore, having relieved your 
'present wants, that you should now undergo a strict 
examination, to prove that you are not enemies in dis- 
guise, but true and honest men. Strangers, are you 
willing to prove, by an examination, that you are friends 
and not spies? 

Jitttior Wnrden — We are.

Cherish the beautiful teachings of our Ord 
which, falling upon the heart like rays of light, j 
color to every affection of our nature, and dictate e 
act of our lives. Succor the stranger in distress; grp 
him food and rest when he is hungry and weary, witt 
out inquiring his country or creed, by whatsoei 
fortune he may have fallen, by what destiny he may be 
controlled.

I The history of Odd-fellowship ia the history of a fog 
'It ia a moral miasm rising from a human morass, a 
its analysia is as difficult as its history. I faaye see 
respectable-looking English women, wives of mechai 
and laborers, sitting in rows on benches in a tap-hoiu 
some with babies in their arms, waiting wishfully £c^ 
some one to give them a glass of beer, while, farther iaj 
their husbands sat guzzling at their mugs around dir 
tables in rooms filled with tobacco smoke. Such a 
ale-house was the birthplace of Odd-fellowship, both j] 
England and in this country. 

Their standard historian, Grosh ([p. 23; see also n 
22), says: "Meeting, as they did, in public houses of it 
the most select character, the beer mug, the pipe s 
the toast circulated freely." And on the same p«j 
(23d) of bis volume Grosh gives the following chon 
sang till their tongues became too heavF* 




Seeing what could be made of it, cuuuiiig meD turned 
this social row into a rowdy rcligioa, gave the lodge a 
devil's constitution by packing it in degrees pledged to 
secrecy from the world and each other — a secrecy grow- 
ing dense to the top. Then they gave it a creed of one 
article, which is belief in the god of this world, with 
Christ left out in compliment to Jews and deists. They 
named its degrees " Friendship," " Love " and " Truth," 
held up their fingers, when not too drunk, to signify 
"Faith," "Hope" and "Charity;" and as more money 
can be got by secret societies than by anything else ex- 
cept Popery, they put on masks and red, blue, white, 
purple, yellow and black robes, and Odd-fellowship 
flourished I 

But there came to be too many at the top of the 
lodge, and an upper aide-ahow called " Encampment " 
was invented, with Patriarchal, Gtolden Rule and Royal 
Purple degrees. This Encampment answered a double 
purpose. It brought more degree fees, and. by long 
lectures which none but men of strong memories and 
much leisure could commit, it increased the funds and 
diminished the leaders among whom, after paying small 
benefits, the money was to be, and is, divided. Thus 
Odd-fellowship, like Masonry, became a model for 
Mormonism. 

There is a true old pagan proverb which says, " Man 
is a worshiping animal." When the plough was intro- 
IdmA to Asiatics, and the pedlar's back was turned, it is

Bftid they painted it red, set it op on end and worshiped. 
it. This explains the euccess of Odd-fellowship, whea 
turned from s, drinking-bout into a religion. 

This First Encampment or Patriarchal Degree ifl'' 
saved from insipidity by theft from the Bible, like the 
first two degrees of the lodge. It is to make Odd-fel- 
lows Patriarchs by playing Abraham's sacrifice of Isaac, 
but says nothing about Abraham's faith in the promise 
of God that Christ, the Messiah, should come through 
his posterity. The sublime part of Abraham's trial was 
his belief that Christ should come through the posteri- 
ty of Isaac, whom he was about to kill, " accounting 
that God was able to raise Isaac irom the dead." — Heb. 
11: 19. Of this the inventors of the Patriarchal De- 
gree either knew nothing or cared nothing, or both. 
They had no occasion for Christ. He is to Odd-fellow- 
ship a sectary, a "stone of stumbling and rock of offense." 
They were inventing a system of salvation without 
Him; a system in which Odd-fellows should lift tliei 
selres to heaven, as it were, by their own boot-atraps-— j 
save themselves by symbols and ceremonies and 



without atonement, without the Holy Spirit, the pi 
chase of Christ's blood, and in contempt of that very' 
Savior who was symbolized by Abraham's offering of ' 
son which they are playing, and the sheep which suf- 
fered in his (Isaac's) stead. So they make balderdash of 
the Scripture. And as the future Messiah is the 
and substance of Abraham's faith and trial, this Pal 
archal Degree is like the poor strollers' " play of ffai

And, be it Remembered, this extemporized, got-up 
religion is, by its own authorities, declared to be the 
chief end of Odd-fellowship. 

An excellent little book by a Lutheran pastor — Eev. 
J, H. Brockman, which every one should read, gives 
abounding proof from the utterances of the Order 
itself that it does not claim to be a charitable society, 
but pays the weekly allowance to rich and poor alike. 
Hence, as rich and idle men are quite as apt to be sick 
and die as the poor and industrious, it may happen, in 
a given lodge, that the poor pay in all the money and 
the rich get all the benefits! 

Rev. Mr. Brockman gives from Grand Lodge minutes 
— year and page given — the ease of Henry L. Gunther, 
wbo mailed live dollars to pay his lodge dues on the 
fourth day of October. The money was received, cred- 
ited, paid all his dues and left a balance in his favor. 
Meantime (October eleventh) Gunther's wife died, while 
the money was on the road. The letter was registered 
and the money belonged to the lodge when it left Gun- 
ther's hands, yet the State Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania 
allowed his local lodge to keep his money, hut refused 
the funeral benefit for his dead wife. 

The same Grand Lodge minutes, 1871, p. 486, give 
the case of Jacob Daumb, Chambersburg (Pennsyl- 
vania) lodge. He sent five dollars from Ft. Wayne, 
whither he had removed. The money paid up his duea 



anil left a balnace of seventy-five cents in his favor. 
D;iumb died while his money was on the road, and his 
wife was refused the conetitutional funeral benefit. 
Those men may have paid dues regularly for twenty- 
five or thirty years, and drawn out nothing; but dying 
five cents in debt, alter paying hundreds of dollars, 
would deprive them of the funeral benefit! And as the 
poor and unfortunate Odd-fellows are the ones moat 
likely to fail to keep np their dues, the rich and well- 
to-do members are the ones likely to receive the bene- 
fits. These are but specimens of a multitude of similar 
cases reported in the minutes of the lodges. For such 
an order to sing in their odes of " drying the widow's 
tears," etc., etc., is a mockery and profanation, as all 
sensible Odd-fellows would see if Satan did not blind 
their minds by his false worships.

To checkmate and foil this magnificently sublime 
pictnre of the spiritual oneness of all God s children, 
through "one Mediator" and "one Spirit," with the 
inEnite God himself — and thus counteract the moral 
•ffect, on the intellects of other worlds gazing on God's 
redemption in this, of a cone of 8piritual oneneHa, hajed

And yet their amtj, like the Taonted nnity of 
druskards in their cups, b all the time ending in 
brawU.

■y. Take this Golden Rnle Degree as a Epecimen. They 
meet as a sect or lodge which exclndes more than nine- 
teea-twentietha of mankind. They admit only " free 
white males" over twenty-one and ander sixty, and 
thoneonly when hale and able-bodied : and with tbia 
badgered, blindfolded and bewildered handful of hnmai 
ity they set themselves to anify mankind- They 
and deplore over the sects of Cliristianitry, and tei 
their own little sect, divided from other secret seel 
and the ouUide world by walla of secrecy, and excludii 
all who inherit the least tinge of brown or yellow 
their complexion, they boast {see note 10.% p. 192,, 
" Here no artificial distinctions of nation, sect; or tribtt 
are known!" 

To utter such lofty falsehoods must require the bra- 
zen tongue and brow of the hypocrite. Yet they 
insist, " The rule by which we walk is founded upon the 
imniiitahle truth that all mankind are brethren." (Rit- 
ual, p. ImH.) And this fearful untruth is uttered of an 
order where, on the face of it, the single word "free," 
defining its membership, excludes millions of unhappy 
uluven. 

The degree then proceeds to act the lie which it bad 
uttered. To do this they dress up some members of 
their loii^e ris Turks. und when thebliiidfolded candidate 
lUiswens that In; i.^ nut ii Muliimimedan, but of aootl 
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creed, then the turbaaed Turks seize and chain him.

Asiatic aud African races, 

Thas when the benign hand of Christianity has I 
pulled down the Chinese walla of intolerance; while j 
Fanny "Wright, Victoria Woodhull, and the lugersolls 
and eveu Mormons are tolerated, while they abstain j 
from tbe crimea of polygamy and assassinations which J 
they teach, forth steps this spruce Order of Odd-fellow- I 
ship, aud, excluding from its " brotherhood " nineteen- < 
twentieths of the human race, proclaims that all "mnn- | 
kind are brethren;" sneers at Christianity as intolemnf , I 
and invites to its religious brotherhood all who can pay i 
their dues, and keeps them in its world-wide fellowship"! 
until poverty or misfortune has made them uo longer j 
able to keep them paid. 



The success of such swindling pretenses — so thin and I 
self-contradictory throughout — is owing to one aingli! 
fact, vis., the toiling uiafises of Papists, Mormons and 1 
members of secret orders read little and reason les 
There are probably not one hundred Odd-fellows of the J 
hundred thousands who can, to-day, repeat withoi 
prompting the whole of their ritual of near two-him- 
dred pages. The little secret orders are short-lived. , 
The pcrmiinent ones are those enVax^'^i 'o'^ -^iL-JwroaMl 
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the top, until the honest and induatrioiiB who ' 
visible means nf9up[)ort"(ian not learn the rituals; andf 
the lodges are thus managed by depraved and hardened 
men, who make secret orders their trade. ■ 

The falsehood and frivolity of Odd- fellowship are its 
protection. . Sensible people cannot believe a system so 
shallow and self -contradictory can be very dangerous. 
The leading Roman and Greek oracles were equally 
puerile and contemptible. Cicero said he could not aee 
how one augur or priest of the mysteries could meet 
another in the street "without laughing each other in 
the face." Some of the most popular Grecian oracles 
"owed their celebrity to exhilarating or stupefying 
gases issuing from subterranean caverns." Yet the 
wealth which they accumulated was, like the funds of 
Odd-fellowship, fabulous. "One hundred and seven- 
teen tiles of gold were presented to one of these oracles 
by a single man. — Stowe'a Int., p. 177. 

The philosophy of their power over mind is in the 
fact that they are each a counterfeit salt'athn. The 
prayer at the dedication of a cemetery asks the lodge 
god to " puriiy our hearts, elevate our desires, and fit ua 
for thy service." And the Grand Master aeaures the 
Odd-fellows that over their " departed dwells ever the 
bright halo of the hope of a glorious resurrection." — 
Grosh, pp. 374,375. 

And this Golden Rule Degree assures the brethren 
that " Confessions of faith ' are mere " differences of 
opinion." "Followers of different teachers, ye ore wor- 
shipers of one God, who is Father of all, and therefore 
ye are brethren." 

That is, theirs is the Masonic reli^on, in which all 
mankind agree : and every reflectiuEj child must 
understand that the end of this religion la the god and 
" prince of this world." Each new degree is hut a new 
modification and statement of this religion.

Tile secret orders have exhausted the vocabulary of 
Ingcraft and priestcraft, which have scourged our race 
ir 8ix thousand years and still scourge it. And, during 
all that time, regalia, mock mysteries and sounding 
titles have been their stock in trade and tools of incan- 
tation. 

This Royal Purple Degree ends the present sorcery 
of Odd-fellowship, amid purple gowns, yellow belts, 
black turbans and white surplices, with mitres and 
lireaatplates. (See ritual, p. 303.) And ia this, as in 
preceding degrees, " special " warning is given against 
"rough usage" of the candidate, which shows the 
'hole thing to be a religious horse-play. But one 
ground idea underlies and runs through the whole. It

is a misletoe on the tree of life; a travesty and degrad- 
ing caricature of God's system and Christ's way tv 
heaven. The professed purpose and intent of this de- 
gree, as given by the contrivers (ritual, p. 214), la " a 
mimic journey of life." 

Now the Bible picture of the Christian's life-jonmey 
is to " run with patience," " through much tribulation." 
" looking to Jesus," " by whom we have access " to the 
infinite and eternal God. 

Christ existed " before the foundation of the world," 
and has, ever since, been the " Way " for a man out of 
the trouble and guilt of sin into the rest and holiness 
of heaven. This crowning "royal purple degree" 
mimics or burlesques this " way '■' in God's eternal sys- 
tem of redemption. Thus: The candidate goes blind- 
fold, looking on nothing, insteadl^f Christ. The " tribu- 
lation" is " mimicked " by leading him over " stones. 
pieces of wood, stumps, limbs of trees or brushwood." 
(See ritual,, p. 203.) But thu guide of the poor simple- 
ton is forbidden ■' all fast walking, rushing or rough 
nsage of the candidate." This is the devil's mimicry of 
Christ's "strait and tkornij road," through a world 
which sin has made one of suffering. 

And when the candidate has been badgered and bam- 
boozled over the " stoues, brush, stumps," etc., in the 
night, across a "bridge two feet wide, with rough poles 
as railings," over a swollen stream, amid home-made 
" thunder " and other frights, he is brought by the guide 
into the Odd-fellows' mimic heaven, his ears tilled with 
Bweet music, asid he is told that he is among " people 
full of loy^r— Ritual, p. 313. 

It is not a happen-so that, from the old Egyptian and 
Greek Mysteries down through Freemasonry and 0<h 
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fellowship to little secret college clubs, this " mimicry " 
of the struggle with sin and sorrow through to peace 
with God is kept up. " Our rites," says Grosh, " begin 
in gloom and end iu joy." A.ad in this he says Odd- 
fellowship is a copy of all secret religious orders. 

The students of Cornell University, N. Y., bound 
young Mortimer D. Leggett's hands behind him, at 
midnight, and rau him up and down a bluff six miles 
out of Utica, N. Y.,and when wearied and bruised with 
" rough usage," pulled off his blinder to make him, at 
midnight, look down the bluff (by measure) forty feet, 
where they had prepared an artificial hell, whose flames 
were Chinese lanterns, and its devils students in horned 
masques! They intended, after giving him a devifa 
" broken heart." to lead him to " mimic " " joys of sal- 
vation." m nightly revelry and debauch; but, being too 
drunk to carry out the programme, they let him fall 
down the bluff and broke his neck. And when the poor 
boy was dying- -when the dimness of death was coming 
over him^ — he ttought they were putting on the hood- 
wink, and beggftd pit:oualy, "Don'tl Take it off! Do 
take it off !" The coroner's inquest revealed these facts 
to President White and his Faculty, but the literal mills 
of hell still grind on in Cornell University, and others. 
Sir.ilar, if not worse, " initiations " are practiced in 
Tale College. A New Haven daily told the putlic that. 
at one of these initiations into a Greek-letter fraterni- 
ty, one student had his arm broken by " rough usage," 
and several others were su bruised that they had to be 
taken home in a carriage after the savage handling and 
night of debauch. 

Now remember that these grim travesties of " sorrow 
for sin " and " rest to the soul " in Christ all have re-

KENCB Not ENFOKOBit. — Lodges cannot abridge the 
liberties of the citizen, nor dictate to him tehat he shall 

i or what he shall drink. All good Odd-fellows despise 
Bsauch the ahise of intoxicating drinks, and in their 'war 
against; vice' they look upon drunkenness ao incompat- 
(me with every principle of the Order. But neither 
will the laws nor the principles of Odd-fellowship 
descend to the restriction or regulation of the be^fei-age 
of its members. 

"While temperance is a cardinal principle of the Order 
md mnst be observed, they will nut attempt to enforce 
fatal aistinence, a principle never intended by the 
tamers to be ingrafted upon our Order." — 1S49, Jour- 
nal, 1504, 15J3. 

The next article (976), same book, is as follows: 

" Traffic in Intoxicating Liquors. — On a petition 
lieing presented to the Grand Lodge of the United 
Btates to enact a. law allowing State Grand Bodies to 
prohibits members of Subordinates iinder their respec- 
tive jurisdictions from engaging in the traffic in intoxi- 
eating liquors, it was decided that it is 'contrary to the 
Bpirit and policy of our institution to pass any law on 
the subject referred to, creating a new test of member- 
Ship in the Order."— IS70, Journal, 4S36, -1669. 

These last two quotations form also a most conclusive 
Mbuttal of the frequent and loud-mouthed claims of the 
institution as a " temperance " order.

And 
le commands (Jhristians to " have no tellowahip " with 
them. (Epii. 5: 11, 12.) 

Tl 3 anci.-it masteries, too, like the modem, were all 
the time sending off shoots and starting new centers. 
And as every slice cut off from the Polyp becomes a 
new animal, so of these mysteries, ancient and modern 
alike; every offshoot, and even every new degree of an 
offahoot, becomes a perfect secret order, putting the in- 
itiate through from gloom to gaiety, from fear to fun 
and frolic, from awe and terror to joy and jollification. 
In short, the object is to produce in the initiate, aa 
nearly as possible, feelings like those produced by the 
Holy Spirit's correction of sin and joya of pardon, and 
thus give him a devil's regeneration, in which Satan 
officiates aa the Holy Ghost. 

The oracle of Apollo at Delphi, according to Diodo- 

3 Siculus, (B. C. 16) originated thwa: 

"Upon Mt. Parnassus there was a deep cavern, with 
1 small, narrow mouth; to which when any goats ap- 
proached, they began to leap after an unusual and antic 
Kiftmier, uttering strange and unheard-of sounds." 

" The goatherd, observing this, went himself to view 
the cavern, whereupon he also was seized with a like fit 
F madness, leaping and dancing, and foretelling future 
events." 

A temple was erected over that jet of exhilarating 
^fas, and the priestess was inspired by it. " Whoever,"

The worshiper at Trophonina Care went tbroi^, 
preparatory ceremonies, lasting screral days. oSering- 
m.toy sacrifices, which, of course, enhchetl the shriBe: 
tbt^n he was taken out by night and washed in a rirer, 
etc., etc. These oracles were made subservient to poli- 
tics. The Council of the Ampiiietyon^ met at Delphi 
alternately, and its decisions were iailuenced by the 
purcbaned responses of the priestess, as the vote of 
JdaHona and (Md-fellows is by the .sham religion of the 
lodge. 

It was in abhorrence of this secret cave-worship that 
Ood declared " / have not spoken in secret, in a dark 
place of /!« earth." (Jm. 45:19.) So the words of 
Kh risti " In secret have I said nothing," (John 18 : 20} 
condemne.1 the mystic religions of his day. whose fiiih- 
ineoB, Paul said, was too shamefal to be spoken of, 
nnd which he comraandHd Christians to dbfellowship. 
And yft Masonic and Odd-feUowship writers, either in 
their' own ignorance or relying on the ignorance of 
tbt'ir rnemhers, boast the moral sameness of those 
~ aicient abominations with their lodges as if it were an

ANALYSIS REBEKAH DEGREE. 
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It is difficult to analyze thia degree without indigKa- 
tion and disgust. It is a degree which is not a degree, 
but an excrescence. It inducts women into a secret or- 
der, intended and named only for men (see p. 236), and 
kept to its masculine gender from its origin to the jasx 
of grace 1851. It is a woman's degree, practiced in the 
sight, in which men, known and unknown to the initi- 
ates, may be a majority of ten to one (see note, p. 23S), 
(rbile women, as before, are excluded trom the Order it- 
jelf; and, while the degree itself is an organized tempta- 
tion, by its formal and flimsy guards against pollution 
it suggests the verj' evil against which it affects i'i 
piard. 

With the customary formalities of an oath, with hov 
right hand on the Bible fp.

Who- 
ever reads and ponders the degree itself will see that its 
wicked and hateful nature is not and cannot be over- 
stated. 

The Philippian damsel who "brought her masters much 
min by soothsaying" (Acts 16: 16), is a type of the 
condition of women in all false religions, ancient and 
modern. 

A missionary of the A. B. C. F. M. informed the 
writer that no females were educated by the pagans in 
hia part of Asia but a few brilliant and beautiful girls 
for the uses of the temple and companionship of the 
priests. Two thousand such were kept in the single 
Temple of Diana at Ephesus, which was 220 years in 
bnilding, at the expense of all Asia Minor. The priests 
were pimps and panderers to the prostitution of these 
anfortunates, and gained untold wealth by renting their 
persona. The poor Pythian damsel at Delphi was placed 
npon a tripod over the exhilarating gaa, when " she 
immediately began to swell and foam at the mouth, 
tearing her hair and cutting her flesh." Her masters 
took her ravings, while in this state, for oracles, and 
interpreted them for money. Such are some of tha

THE PATRIARCHS MILITANT DEGREE., 

HiBTOBICAL AND InTKODUCTOBY. 



This is a new degree in Odd-fellowsbip. It is an ii 
portant event, at least to the five or six hundred tl 
Band Odd-fellows; and to all thoughtful Americans who 
concern tliemaelvea about the destiny of the United 
States and that of the world as affected by our destiny, 

I propose to consider: 1st. The History. £nd. Mo- 
tives. Srd. Nature, and 4th. Relations of this degi'ee. 

The history of Odd-fellowship as given in "Revised 
Odd-fellowship Illustrated* Chapter I, (from Standard 
writers; particularly from Qrosk) with the ritual, now 
osed in many Odd-fellow lodges, and the accompanying 
notes from their highest standard authorities put th^ 
whole system of Odd-fellowship; its origin, nature ; 
history, under a shower of sunbeams. 

The order thus (Revised Odd-fellowship pp. 21-30j 
appears to have sprung up from old English olubs i 
immemorial usage, such as still exist in the back Btreet| 
and blind alleys of London. There amid beei'-n 
dirty dealboard tables, the poorer class of mechai

From this low origin has sprung the whole secret 1 
lodge system. WitnesB the four old masonic lodges in 
four little Inns in London viz: " The Gooee and Grid- ' 
iron, " Crown and Anc/tor,'" "Rummer and Grapes;" 
and "Api»lL'tree Tavern" in 1717. These four formed 
tiho first Grand Lodge. Satan, "the god of this world," 
kindles the fires of false religion al the bottom of the 
human grate. Ninety five years after these low Inn 
Clubs formed the first devil worshiping Grand Lodge in 
London , the same sort of drinklng-ulubs formed the first 
Odd-fellows Lodge in Manchester, England. The name 
they chose, Odd-fellows, shows their vulgar and rowdy 
origin. This was in 1612; only seven years later, (1619) 
nios. Wildey, inoculated the United States, with this 
peligious epidemic, in a Baltimore tavern and it spread 
like small pox. Wildey's substitute for Christianity 
was "to improve and elevate the character of man," 
( Grosh't Man. p. SI, by making able bodied white men, 
above 21 years of age " Odd-Jellows;" stealing from the 
Bible, but omitting Christ; while believingin a "Supreme i 
Being. "-( Wltite's Dig. p. J,S.) 

first: — UISTOKY OP THIS DBGBSE. 

A few years since, aa Odd-fellowsbip was getting 
familiar and stale, observing that the war had made the 
false "Grand Army," and Knights Templar popular; 
some Odd-fellows invented atlniformed Odd-fellowship 
which they called The Patriarchal Circle, and initiated 
some who were not Odd-fellows. The thing took and 
Circle set up for indojiendiinGe of the Sovereign 



A PROFITABLB SWINDLa 

Oraod Lodge TLis Circle charged $30 for its cliartoi 
and tlO for four copies of its ritual and was doing a 

thriving business, which, of course, cut into the revenues 
of the Odd-feilow8, and war at once arose between the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge and the "Supreme Temple," 

Some Encampment Oddfellows, in the "Patriarchal" 
degree of which system the candidate represfnts iHaau 
and his attersptcd Bacrifice by Abraham on Mount 
Moriah, met in Wisconsin to contrive a ITnifor 
the Knights Templar. Learning that some Rhode IbI; 
and New Hampshire Patriarchs had already Invented 
one, they sent for and adopted it; this was in 1 
Two Grand Sirea of the Odd-fellows forbid, by procli 
tion, wearing that uniform. Grand Sire Stuart ' 
to Providence to abolish the uniform. The G 
Patriarch and Scribe of Bhode Island, met the G 
^ire oi ihe Lodge of the World at a tavern, doubtless 
took something to drink; and gut him into an opeoj 
carriage and the Patriaroha, with the brave unifoi 
which he had forbidden them to wear, marohed before' 
him through the City and back to hiH Hotel. "Well" 
boys said Grand Sire Stuart, "il is Bnc, but yon must 
not do it." Seeing the cap, plume and gauntlets were 
to be the rage, and the Circle would beat the Grand 
Lodge, Odd-fellowa, who were also in the Patriarchal 
Circle, attempted to merge the Circle in this new degree 
which the Odd-fellows were getting up, called "Th^ 
Patriarchs Militant," to swallow up the "Supi 
Temple" of the Circle in the Sovereign Grand Lodge o\ 
the Odd-fe!low8. This attempt to merge the Circle in 
the lodge was made at a special session of the Supreme 
Temple in Chicago, November 1885. It was defeated 
by ^es, 25; Noea, 37. — So the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
and Supreme Temple are still (1S80) running head aud^ 
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heail. The 3wpr«ne Temple meets this y^ar (Joly 1 
I9M) in Grand Bapids, Michigan, and tboogfa eoine- 
wtut depleted hj eececuons to the Odd-fellows Grand 
Lodge, boast th^t bat one in fifteen of the young men 
of America, are yet drawn into these lodg\^, and tb«y 
we confident their swindle is to succeed. 

Thos thi;§ degree of PaCriarehs Militant is a fiy-lr^ 
degree, to cat«h and bring back Odd-feltows who h^ve 
wsndered into the Patriarchal Cirele. 

This military degree was completed and itB 
moanted against the Patriart^&I Circle by the Soverngn 
Grand Lodge at its meeting in Baltimore, Septembet 
1885. This waa "the principal bosiness" of thi 
sod this is from the report adopted:

ThU 18 the official report on this degree, adopted by 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and published in The 
Companion and American Odd-f«llow, Columbus, Ohio, 
October 1885. 

Mormons, Knights Templar, Grand Army of the 
Republic, Armed Secret Socialists and Dynamiters, The 
Patriarchal Circle; and now this Patriarchs degree, rest^ 
ing on half a million tif Odd-fellows, are turning these 
United States into a nation of Secret Guerrilla bands, 
armed and drilling nightly, sworn to obey orders and 
waiting for something to do! And while this writing 
proceeds, news comes of a new Secret Order of "Minute 
Men," started by a preacher, Edmonston of Sedalia, Mo., 
professedly to swear the friends of "law and order" in 
the United States, to aid in suppressing "Strikes and 
Boy:otta"by armed secrecy, oaths, signs and grips, and, in 
a-few weeks this new secret order reports seventeen Uiou- 
aand members. As tho daily papers inform us that large 
nambers of Knights of Labor, Freemasons and Odd- 
fellows have joined ihia new order and as it is given out 
that the order proposes to investigate the causes of strikes 
and boycotts, and oppose them if they are unwarranted. 
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there is no reasonable donbt but the real purpose 
organize an armed force to eustain Strikes and Boycotts,' 
while professing their object to be to regulate them. 
Another secret order against Strikes is jast started 
Chicago, called " ConservatovB of Order,'^ to concentrate. 
and aid in suppressing laborers' strikes wherever the] 
may occur. Of course they must be armed. 

Now these secret "law and order" bands, the Sovereigal 
Grandljodge of Odd-fellows included, exist in violation 
of the laws, which forbid bands of men to uniform, drill 
and parade, unless they belong to our open, organized 
Militia, and when their work is completed, "law and 
order" are at an end. Is not this Military outburst the 
flaming sword which spanned the heavens of the Hebrew 
Commonwealth before it fell? We have only to 
suppose some miscount in a Presidontal Election; some

second: — THK MOTIVES. 

The prime motive of this new Odd-fellows degree, as I 
seen above, is to win back its military wanderers j)y [ 
adopting cap, plume and gauntlets; and so out-strip and I 
swallow up the Patriarchal Circle. But swindlers, like ' 
conquerore, must go on; and secretiats are swindlers. 
There must be new degrees to get more money: — To 
prevent disgust by familiarity with the old degrees:— 
To diminish the number at the top who divide and share j 
the funds and to amuse and bewilder those half sincere | 
Bonis who float In the "troubled sea" of imposture, by a 
perpetual mirage of new inventions. So was it in France. 1 
So is it hero. 

third: — ITS NATURE. 

The Patriarchal Degree scares its candidate by making J 
believe to sacrifice him, as Isaac. The Pariarchs Militant J 
play mustering in the candidates to fight Chedorlaomer I 
and rescue Lot, Abraham's Nephew. This perpetual I 
borrowing from the Bible, a trick practiced by the devil < 
before Christ; bas the doable effect of giving seeming 
sanctity to the lodge, while it weakens faith in the Scrip- 
tures. The scene is the Plain of Mamre; the members 
Abraham's "trained servants:" — the moral to intimidate 
traitors to Odd-fellowship; and the whole drama to ] 
substitute lying legends for divine truth; to sanctify 1 
fraud; to seize on the popular taste for military mu

out Clirist, is to wander from the way of anderstanding 
And rirmain in the congregation of the dead. To open 
one** hoiiite to thieves is barmlesE, to opening one's wor- 
vhip to d(!vils. Look in the faces of a crowd coming 
Ottl of a iiinrroon tompic, a masonic hall, a spirit danoe 
f » broUicI, and jou are struck with the sami 
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meenieric expressioii in them all. They all worship 
devils. I have seen mediums and false prophets who 
could pass into the cataleptic state at wiil; and in that 
state exhibit tokens of super-human and supernatural 
power. 

Br. Samuel Collins told me he had seen snakes, in bis 
father's pasture in Indiana, crawl up npon stumps and 
ohann birds on summer afternoons. It is said that 
charmed creatures, men or animals, see beautiful rain- 
bow colora which entrance them and experience strange- 
ly delicious sensations, which enslave dieir wills, as 
liquor enslaves drunkards. 

The newspapers, once in a while, give an uncontradict- 
ed account of a girl pining away, who went daily to a 
jungle and sat down on a rock, from which an adder 
crawled and coiled himself upon her lap, whose eyes 
held hers in a fixed gaze till the spell was over. Her 
father watched his child, shot the snake, and the girl 
recovered. 

Rev. J . R. Baird also who had taken seventeen degrees, 
addressing our Pittsburgh Convention (1868) said; "You 
ask: "why did you go on to seventeen degrees of sueh 
stuff after you knew what it was? I answer, we go on 
in those degrees, as a charmed frog goes into a snake's 
monUil" The story of his escape on the night of a re- 
vival, was thrilling in the extreme. An otherwise 
respectable'neighbor, in Wheaton, Illinois, has said ho 
was never conscious of such full and perfect satisfactioii 
and delight as while going through with the masonic 
ritual in a. lodge at night. Yet. to some outsiders, 
nothing seems more loathsome and disgusting. But we 
need not particularize. The inspired writers from Moses 
to Paul, nay from Genesis to the Apocalypse, set before 
US legjona of devils who temptftd ClimS ft^J^etftd. J'liaa, 
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sifted Peter, pOBseSHed demouiaca, helped sorcerers ai 
■wrongbl miracles to "deceive theKings oftheEisrth a 
the whole toorld." 

Tfais is Kfw Testament teaching, wfaUe in the OIJ 
the same fallen spirits everywhere appear, receiving (J 
worship of Gentile nations, withstanding God'sProphet 
overturning dynasties; instituting false religions witi 
out law, gospel or mediator, and in their chosen chara 
ter of "unclean spirits," setting up temples to impuriH 
and divorcing bouIb from the true bridegroom Chriaf 
who is the source and fountain of moral goodness, I 
enslaving those to 

"Qoiie pBiilnl, changetnl, pnesiDnate, iinjast, 
Whose attflbole*. were tsge, revenge and Inat.' 

Buch is the family to which this new Patriarchs degree 
of Odd-fellowship belongs. Dues any believer of -the 
the Bible suppose these evil spirits are less active now 
than formerly? Now that their time is short, and as 
we prove by reditctio ad abstirdum that the shoitest 
line is straight, because between two points there can be 
no other; so we know that devils run these lodges, 1 
cause, within the scope of finite intelligence, or t 
revelation of tJie infinite mind to ours, there i 
order or clasa of creatures who ever did or could indut 
men to practice the degrading mummeries of idolatd 
but these. And if the facts and reasonings here givei 
are correct, the dusky broods of secretism now, weekly^ 
pouring in upon the Christian nations, are iDcust* from 
the "bottomless pit" whose smoke now "darkens the sun 
and the air." The Masonic Lodge sits chief and i 
the lai^e temples in which she shelters her dusky broo^ 
and they together form one system whose law Is despof 
ism, whose religion is heathenism, and its end blooj 
Never since Mahomet, did an armed false religion ( 
otberwiae. 
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And if history repeats itself, if rejecting Christ from 
their religion sunk the Hebrew Cum mon- wealth, this 
sudden burst of night drilling lodges, Mormons, Grand 
Army, Knights Templar, Patriarchal Circle, and this 
degree of Patriarchs Militant; with a reserve corps of 
Secret Dynamiters behind, swearing the same obedience 
to they know not whom: — these are not only facts hut 
precureora. They are the cohorts which Josephua tella 
ua were aeen in the olouds above Judea and the flaroiug 
Bword which hung over Jerusalem before Titua burned 
their temple; and that wonderful nation went down by 
"rapine, murder, famine and pestilence within; and fire, 
BWOrd and all the terrors of war without," (Jos. p. 557.) 
When "the people fed on one another, and even ladies 
broiled their sucking infants and ate them." 

Juat fifty years ago when the white haired Dr. Lyman 
Beeohor taught us that the terrible predictions of Christ 
and bis Apostles would be fulfilled on American soil; 
his words seemed to ua harmless vaticination. But a 
brief quarter of a century passed and Julia Ward Howe's 
"Battle Hymn of the Republic" showed theae prophetic 
pictores turned to real life and set them to music whose 
echoes still live: 

Mine eyes have seen the glorj ot the coming o( the Lord, 

Be 1b lieadiag ont hia vintage where tbe grapes ol wrath are Itored. 

Yet how few of the million who have sung those 
words saw in them the literal fulfilment of the prophecy 
of John, (Rev. 14, SO.) When the Angel oast "the vine 
of the earth into the great wine press of the wrath ot 
God, and blood came out of the wine press." 

There is but one preventive of a repetition of these 
horrors; that is the repentance, fasting and prayer which 
saved Nineveh. This will save ua. The Hebrews never 
turned from their idol vanitiea, to the altars where Chript 
was worshipped astheirMcssiah, but their enemies made 
peace with them; their Common-wealth was restored and 
the hills and valleys of Judea rang with the joyoas 
anthems of that "happy people whose God is the Lord."

The word to he given at the outer door is the Counte 
sign, selected annually by the grand Sire and promulgi 
ted by the Lieutenant General. 

When the Commandant of a Canton is absent, tl 
Lieutenant will assume command and take theCaptainl 
tent; the Ensign will lake the Lieutenant's station; an* 
the acting Commandant will appoint a temporary Ofiioei 
of the Guard, etc. , 

V?hen the Commandant of a Grand Canton is absent, 
the next Field Officer in rank, or the senior Captain 

§ resent, will assume command, and take the Cotnmai 
ant's tent, etc. 

Should all the commissioned officers be absent, i 
Benior retired officer present will take the Commandant^ 
tent, etc. 

In. floor work by a Grand Canton, the officer next id 
rank to the Commandant will take the Lieutenant's tentg 
and the next in rank the Ensign's station; and all be a 
dressed by their proper military titles. 

The uniform to be worn in this degree must confort. 
to the regulations adopted by the Sovereign Grand Lodra 
of the I. O. O. F., and the floor movements must bi 
executed after the manner of ritualistic requirements, i 

When the Canton is open and at work, it will bf 
necessary for each Chevaber present to be clothed in thj 
stipulated uniform, or as may be modified by prbviaionj 
of law. 

In petitioning a Canton for membership, it is neoei 
sary to annex to the application for membership, a certlfl 
cate from the Encampment of which the applicant is a 
member, setting forth the fact that be is a Patriarch a 
the Royal Purple Degree in good standing. 

The elective officers of a Canton are a Captain, 
Lieutenant, and an Ensign, cunimisBioneJ; and a Clet 



and an Accountant, non-commissioned. They hold 
office for one year, and until their Bucceasors shall be 
mastered and installed. 

The appointed officers are a Standard-Bearer, a Guard, 
a Sentinel, and a Picket, who rank in the Canton in the 
order named. They are appointed by and hold their 
positions at the will of the Commandant. 

The quorum for a Canton is nine (8) Chevaliers pres- 
ent. 

Balloting on applications for membership shall be by 
ball ballot. 

The manner of voting (except upon an application for 
membership) shall be Yea or No. 

There should be a circular tent at the stations of Cap- 
tain and Lieutenant. 

(For other and detailed law, see Organization, regula- 
tions, etc.) 

(In the arrangement of this work, founded upon the 
narrative contained in the fourteenth chapter of Genesis 
of the Old Testament, the Ritualistic charges, lectures, 
obligations, etc., were prepared by John H. Albin, Grand 
Rep. from New Hampshire; the Military features, in- 
cluding Plates showing floor manfeuvrea, etc., Forms for 
opening and closing a Canton, for the installation of 
officers, for mustering a Canton into service, for the 
burial of a Chevalier, etc., were prepared by Jno. C. 
Underwood, Grand Rep. from Kentucky.) 

KoTK — In all the military manceuvree that I have pre- 
pared, I have adopted the movement by "three8"inatead 
of by "fours," as the number of files to be. made the 
ordinary unit for breaking into column. Not that I pre- 
fer such file unit, where numbers are unlimited, but with 
a small command a much greater display can thereby be 
made. Thus; 24 file will break from line into column 
of 8 Bets of "threes," or 6 sets of "fours." Now the 
casual observer will never notice the alight difference iu 
the width of the column, but will very likely count the 
nnmber of "threes" as they pass; and, consequently, the 
display is practically one-lourth greater. 



In order to make the greatest possible display with 
tlic fewest men, I have dispensed with the "file closers," 
and place the Lieutenaat and Ensign on the right andi 
Ipftofthe line, and use them, if necessary, as guidf- 
AIbo, that the Canton may always appear to advantaj 
in public, I have designated 24 file and 3 officers, 27 
all, as tile minimuia number to be allowed to torn out 
and parade as a Canton on display occasions. 

In the arrangement of special military movements for 
display purposes in a hall, some lioesse should be allowed 
in the formation of bodies, position of oflicerB, and in 
distances. Where double ranks are used in the follow- 
ing ritual mantBuvres, the distances have been extended 
for floor effect (see Diagrams 4, 5, 6 and 8;) however, 
the !<ingle rank movements (Diagram 7) are easier and 
equally handsome. 

In the Tactics, approved and promulgated, the 
Chevaliers fai,i, in with swords at a "Carry;" but in 
the floor manoeuvres, I desire the effect of the display 
derived from the jfesA of steel, obtained by drawing the 
swords simultaneously. Hence the command to Draw^ — 
Swords, and return— Swoeds, ^ven to Canton in line. 

To execute the movements hereinafter described, the 
Canton should be counted off by sixes. For formations 
of Canton (except in special movements and positions 
of Officers and Chevaliers, hereinafter explained by text 
or diagrams,) and plate representations of Officers, eto., 
see Diagram 1.

Commandant — Sir, you have now attained the highest 
and most exalted rank in Odd Fellowship. Step by step 
you have been deservedly advanced to this high and , 
honorable distinction, and I am gratified that you hs^^ 



been found worthy lo be enrolled as one of our number, 
The true soldier, engaged in a just warfare, presaea for- 
ward and strikes valiantly against the stronghold of the 
adversary, never yielding until that adversary capitulates. 
He is noteasily turned aside; he feara no danger,he heeds 
no voice excepting that of hia commander; and when 
the conflict is ended, he is equally ready to grant quar- 
ter and regard the rights of those who can no longer 
protect themselves. 

So you, as a soldier in our cause, must always earnest- 
ly contend for those reforma best calculated to promote 
the moral welfare and advance thecondition of mankind. 
Upon all questions affecting the good and well-beijig of 
the community in which you live, you must have an 
opinion of your own, which you should fearlessly ex- 
preaa whenever occasion may require; yet at all times 
bearing in mind that others have an equal right -to en- 
tertain honest opinions of their own. 

On taking the obligation, you were required to kneel, 
in token of obedience to those in authority, and of prop- 
er humility; you were required to place your right haad 
ovpr your heart, lo indicate the aiocerity of your purpose 
to faithfully adhere to your sacred pledge of honor; and 
your left band was made to grasp the naked blade of 
the sword, in order to teach you that justice will sooner 
or later overtake you, should you disregard your obliga- 
tions. 

Tour inability to satisfactorily prove yourself a Pa- 
triarch woald have prevented your admission to our 
ranks, and might have resulted in disgraceful conse- 
quences to yourself, had it not been for the timely inte^ 
ference of a friend who interceded for you. 

Learn from this, that you should condemn no one 
hastily; strive rather, by Itiudly words, to- correct and 
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counteract the inflnence of errors. Do all in your pow- 
er to restore those who are worthy to the confidence and 
respect of their associatee, never forgetting that "tJni- 
veraalJustice" is the first principle of soldierly manhood, 
to be carried into effect, first, by means of peace, but 
right of every cause should be enforced, even to 

waging of war.
